FINANCIAL REPORT

5. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'S REPORT 

LAPP: Pacific Area Captain Johnson reports that in crime continues up 
around 5.5-7% throughout the division for the year. Pacific Division has conducted 
predictive policing in several areas in the PBID during May and June. 

LAWA PD: Gateway To LA continues to work with Airport Police to prevent taxis 
from staging along Vicksburg st and 98 th st. Patrol officers have given verbal 
warnings and written citations to taxis and limousines parked in these areas. 
Ambassador Contacts: Ambassadors are working with the police and other 
agencies help the homeless find shelters and assistance with relocation. 
Additionally, the ambassadors are trying to remove the illegal fruit vendor from 
the area with assistance of the police.

Hopefully will be ready to roll out in September. 

• Website has been updated and a new page designed to share information 
on the LAWA & Metro projects in addition to Economic Development 
opportunities in the BID. New web page went live on July 9 th . Due to the 
ever changing plans for LAWA and Metro, the interactive map will need on- 
going maintenance.
